A stoneware jar, glazed inside, with 


lid, makes a fine "bread-raiser," better 
than those of tin deigned for the pur- 
pose. It retains the heat longer than 
tin, and having straight sides, it is 
easier to gage theTlsing—to tell when 
it ha* doubled in bulk. 


When bread comes from the oven, rub 


the tops over with good, siveet butter, 
lean one end of each loaf on the bottom 
of the inverted pan, tbe ether end on 
the breadboard, and cover with a frest 
towel, then with a thick brca<l-«Ioth, old 
table-doth, and let them stand until 
perfectly cold. If a hard crust is per- 
ferred, do net rse the butter nor covers. 


Keep bread in a stone jar with close- 


fitting lid, or in a rcg-ular tin bread-box 
—either of which should be kept as 
sweet as a ro^e by thoroughly scalding 
twice a week, and then Funning- or by 
heating: OH the stove. A grneral rule 
regarding time for bread-making- is 
this: In winter mi>: bread in the even- 
ing; in spring am! fail, late at nig-ht (or 
very early in the morning); in Kiimmcr, 
In the morning-.—K;!a Morris Krctsch- 
marTin Woman's Home Companion.

'DECATUR.ILL. 


The Sunday school Institute of the Bap- 


tist Sunday schools o! tbe East Central 
Illinois churches began at tbe First Bap 
list church last night. Tho session was 
bold in tbe leotnre room of tbo church 
and was presided over by Rev. T. H. 
Griffith of Moweaqua. Rev. S. T. Rey- 
nolds of Arthur was tho first speaker. 
The subject of his talk was " Prayer for 
our Sunday Pcnool Work.'1 He urged 
that prayer be observed as one of tbe 
most essential features of our Sunday 
school work. Kev. Reynolds was fol- 
lowed by J. W. Carter, superintendent of 
the Sunday school of the First Baptist 
charch of Deoatur. Air. Carter spoke on 
the object and aim of the convention. 
The I riuoipal address of the susslon was 
made by Hon. Owen Scott of Blooding 
ton, who spoke on "The Sunday Sohool 
K« an Educational Force in thb Chnruh. 
Hia address was received with enthnsi 
asm by everyone present. Mr, Soott Bald 
In part: 


' We do not stand still at any time, we 


go forward or backward. It, la so In the 
Sunday sohcol and the Sunday sohool is 
the church at study. Tbe teithoot.of the 
Sunday lohool is the Bible. -It Is a mlra 
olo of literature. The miracles uf the Bl 
ble are outclassed by this miracle of liter 
ature. 


"Thedtfferenge between sage and aav 


age la tbe Bible. Reformers are evolu 
tlonists and rot revolutionists. The re 
liglon of Jesus Christ has redeemed, ex 
alted mankind; enobled womanhood, ele 
vated childhood and stimulated manhood 
There la no social 111 that would not ills 
solve if tbe Sermon on tbe Mount conic 
bnt reach tbe hearts of all'men. Tbe 
equality of all men dominates the teaob 
Ingaof Jeaua. Jefferson's words ID the 
Declaration of Independence came from 
the gospel, all men are created free and 
equal.' 


"The hope of this land Is In the obi! 


dren. If we aave the children today we 
save the cation tomorrow. Tench them 
In a way that they will know that you 
are in earnest." 


The eccond session of tbe Baptist Sun 


da; scbool Institute opened at 9 o'clock 
this morning with Rev. £ A. Stone of 
Chicago presiding. Tbe general theme 
Cor tbie session was "Tho Schools Wo 
Need." Following tbe opening exercises 
a paper on tbe "Organization ar.d Super 
vifltou by top Chnroh," which was pro 
pared by'Bov. I. W. Head of Jacksonville 
was read by Bev. Stone, Rev. Read beirg 
unable to bo present. In discussing the 
eubjoot Rev. Bead was firm In the opin- 
ion that the Sunday school should be un 
der the Direction and supervision of the 
church. There should bo a committee 
selected from the church with a commit- 
tee from tbe Sunday school in tbe seleo 
tion of ofSaerp, teachers and in tbe plan 
nlug of tho work as ic shall be looked 
after. 


Thla paper was followed by a talk by J. 


W. Read of Jacksonville, tbe .subject of 
his paper being ''Evangelistic Schools; 
Why and How?" Rev. Read 6-iid in part: 


'Too little evangelistic work In tbe 


Sunday school. The modern' teacher Is too 
apt to be one who will entertain his-claps, 
who is good possibly at story telling or 
instead of having a recitation of the lea- 
son a debate on snme question that is very 
often 
entirely foreign to the line of 


thought In tbe lesson. No Sunday school 
will succeed tbat Is not evangelistic. 
The only way we can have evangelistic 
schools it by spiritual bible study not 
only at times or spasmodically, bat sys- 
tematically and prayerfully. Tbe study 
that Is spiritual will make tbe teacher 
spiritual and tbe stu Jy tbat li evangelis- 
tic will muke an tvungelist teacher and 
from tbat steps upward will be easy. 
Teachers must not hope to Influence their 
pupils If they do not In their daily lives 
observe tba truths that they teach." 


Devotional exercises were lead by W. 


T. Moore of Indtanolla and the third pa- 
per, with "Sunday Sohool Opening Exer- 
cUes; What aod Why!' for the subject, 
wai read by F. H. Loyde of Champaign, 
who said: 


"In order to make the opening exercises 


a snoots* they must not lag. Tbe soper- 
intendact should study all plans for tbe 
order of tbe exercise* and select the best. 
There ehoold be a variety of the exorcises 
and a change of method and plans. The 
primary object of tbe Sunday sohool Is the 
teaching of Qod's word and as exponents 
of tbls word tbe teachers hold the most 
Important prirt In the Sunday (ohool. 
TbeKuptrintendent In tbe opening exer- 
cises should Dot draw to mush of tbe snh- 
stinc* from the leieon and but should 
leave thlitc the teaob eri. They should 
not be Interrupted daring the recitation. 
The Moratory, treasure"1 sod librarian 
sixfold arrange their work tbat It oan be 
don* before and after the recitation and 


:hat it not be allowed to Interfere and 
distract the attention of the pupils.'' 


AFTERNOON SEESSIOX. 


The most of the work of the afternoon 


session was devoted to the talk by Mrs. 
M. S. Lamoreaux of Chicago. Rev. O. 
F. Hilton of Centralla presided. Mrs. 
Lamoieaux divided her talk taking into 
four leading points bearing on thu sub- 
ject. The first: -'The position of the 
primary work In the church;1' the sec- 
ond. "Possibilities of the primary work, 
the possibilities in the improvement of 
the luaohera, tho management of the Sun- 
day school, the ocnoeution of the work by 
the teachers and tba class visitations;" 
tbe third, ''Problems in primary work: 
bow we must attract the children, by the 
three points, the ear. eyo and energy;" 
tbe fourth, "the power of the primary 
work, the power In tbe development of 
tbe minds, and in tbe molding their char 
acters."

T. Deffltt Tfllinn,jt>. thi> flnr, 


prraoher, was in the city tbi* ra, rcinji", 
a sh-Tt time, whtlo waitin? lor a ir, , 


LETTER FROM ALASKA, 


Decatur Gold Seekers and How They 


are Getting Along Far Away. 


Mrs. H. O. Cooklin yesterday afternoon 


received a letter from her husband, tbe 
Brat that has reached the friends of the 
Alaska party since tbe party landed at 
Copper City. Tbe letter was written the 
let of April and at that time the party 
were working their way over Valdes Pass. 
Tbe provisions are earned over on tbe 
Bled*, from 160 to 200 pounds being taken 
at one load. This was piled np at the side 
of the trail and the party would return 
for another load of supplied, making two 
or tbree tiipe each day. This pass is flve 
miles long and when they hare crossed It 
the worst part of their trip inland will be 
over. Mr. Conklin writes 
that they 


would have found their steers very useful 
in drawing tbo sledges over the pass and 
tbat the horses which are being used 
along tbe trail are of tbe greatest service. 
The party had not left their camp, which 
they established at tbe coast, bnt were 
waiting the return of Vade Cnnklin. who 
returned to San Francisco to make a set 
tloment for the cattle loat and to purchase 
mules for the parly. There were 2000 
waiting to get over the paec, 12 of tbe 
number being women. The party did 
rot wait for tbe mules to assist In draw- 
Ing the sledgei over tho pass, but hurried 
their supplies on. feaiing tbat tbo enow 
would melt and the pass become for n 
time impassable. By this time Mr. Vade 
Conklin has juincd them and they are in 
all probability working their way Inlaml 
as rapidly as^possible. All letters to the 
party ore la be directed to Copper City 
and each tnau paya $1 a month to have 
his mail delivered to him by the letter 
carriers who are establishing routes over 
the trail and far inland, there being no 
rcguloi mail sorvlce from Copper City In- 
land.
